A Brief Diſcourſe, declaring bow Honour able and Profita- 
table t0 your moſt Excellent Majeffly, and how Neceſſary and 
Commodious for your Realm, the making of Dover Haven ſpall be, 
and in what ſort, what leaſt Charges in greateſt Perfeition the 


ſame may bs Accompliſh'd, 
T your Majeſty's Realm, than by all convenient means to 
encreaſe Navigation , Shipping and Mariners , 
theſe being a ſtrength in time of War, and in time of Peace, 
Menibers moſt Profitable and Commodious, 
But thus can neither be had, encreaſed, nor Maintained, if 
Firſt, ſure Harbours be not provided, as Safe Receptacle to Re- 
ceive and guard them from Storms, Enemies, &s. 


Here 1s no one thing, moſt renowned Soveraign, of grea- 
ter neceſſity to Maintain the Honour and Safety of this

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This hath moved that Induſtrious Nation of the low Coun: 
trysin- Holland, Zealavd and Flanders, where, by Reaſon of 
their Sandy Coaſt, tho' God hath icarcely-1n any Place allow'd 
them any good- Havens- Natural, yet ſeeing the Neceſlity and 
Commodity of Harbours,they have,withoutregard ofanyCharges 
or Travel, with Infinite Expences, made many Havens Artificial, 
even in ſuch-Places as Nature denyed them all the hopes of 
help . Whereby we ſeethey have drawn ſuch Intercourſe and 
Traffick both of Forxeign Nations. tor Merchandize, and alſo 
by their Induftry. fox Fiſhing, that' in few Years. (almoſt in 
our Age) they have been able to Build a Number of moſt 
Sumptuous, Rich, and Beautiful Cities, furniſh'd the Coaſt 
with a great Number of Ships and Mariners, and are become 
the moſt Populousand Rich Nationthe Sun didever ſhine on;And 
not only the Sea Coaſts, but alſo the _ Inland | Countreys, 
by quick vent of their Commodities, do Participate of the - 
ſame Benefit and Felicity , And ſuch their Charges on Haweys 
and Harbours beſtowed, do yeild them the Fruit of Riches, 


Wealth, and Commodity moſt plentiful throughout their whole 


Dominion. 

But contrary-wiſe, with usthis laſt Parliament, lamentable 
Relation hath been made of the great Decay of Mariners and 
Fiſhermen, to the: Number of many Hundred Sail npon 
our Coaſt of Eygland, even in this Age, and within Me- 
mory ; And alſo of the preſent Poverty, and Deſolate Habitati- 
on of many Frontier Towns. 

. Wherebyitplainly appeareth, That as the Exceſſive Expence of 
the Low Countreysbeſtow'd on Hevens, hath not Impoveriſh'd, 
but the clean contrary, greatly Enrich'd them by Incomparable 
Wealth and Treaſure, with, Number of Rich, Fair and Popu- 
lous Towns ,. So our Sparing Mind, or rather greedy Getting, 
_— and Enxziching Land from your Majeſty's Havens and 
Navigable Channels, bath utterly Deſtroy'd and Spoiled many 
good Havens by Nature left us, and thereby wrought very Beg- 
gary, Miſery a nd DeTolation in theſe your Frontier Towns. 
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And if we Seatch the very Cauſe of the Flouriſhing State of 
London, whichalmoſt alone in Quantity, People, and Wealth 
in this Age or Realm is ſo increagd, and contrary-wite of the 
Poverty or rather Beggary and Decay of Wznchelſea, Kye, Rum 
ney, Hide, Dower, and many other Poor Towns, we ſhall find 
the Decay of theſe Havens, and Preſervation ofthe Thames, the 
only or chief Occaſion. 

Hereby ſufficiently appeareth how Incomparable Jewells Ha- 
vens, and ſure Harþours are for Gaining, Maintaining and En- 
crealing People, Wealth and Commodity in any Realm. 

And no leffer Strength and Security do they bring in time of 
War, as well by the Multitude of Mariners (a moſt Serviceable 
People) and Shipping, which they Breed, as aliothe Inhabita- 
tion of the Frontiers. 

Butinthe whole Circuit of this your Majeſty's Famous Ifland, 
there is not any one either in Reſpect of Security and Defence, 
or of Trafftick or Intercourſe, more Convenient, Needful, or 
rather of Neceſlity to be Regarded than this of Dover, Situate 
on a Promontory next Fronting a, Puiſſant Foreign King, and 
in the very ſtreight Paſſage and Intercourſe of almoſt all the 
Shipping of Chriftendom. 

And if that our Renowned King, your Majelty's Father, of 
Famous Memory, Hexry the 8h inhis time, found how Neceſ- 
fary it was to make a Haven at Dover (when Sandwich, Rye,Cam- 
ber and others were good Havens, and Calas alſo then in his 
Poſſeſſion) and yet ſpared not to beſtow of his own Treaſure, 
ſo great a Maſſe in building of that Pier, which then Secur'd a 
Probable mean to perform the ſame : How much more is the 
ſame now needful,or ratherof Neceſſity (thoſe good Havens be- 
ing extreamly decay'd,) no ſafe Harbour being left in ail the 
Coaſt almoſt between Portſmouth and Yarmouth : Seeing the 
ſame alſo may be” perform'd without the Expence of your 
Majeſty*s Private Treaſure, the preſent Gift of Parliament con- 
fider'd, aud their ready Wills fo plainly diſcover, to ſupply 
whatſoever Charge ſhall be needful, whenſoever by your Gra- 
ciousProvidence they ſhall ſee theRealmarm'd with ſuch aSh<iid,

This which I humbly preſent to your 
Majeſty's Gracious Confideration, as a matter of great moment 
both in Peace and War, for your Highneſs's Service, for the great 
comfort of all the Navy of your Realm, and a Monument moſt 
Honourable, and none of the lealt to all poſterity of your Ma- 
jeſty's moſt Gracious, Proſperous and Happy Reign, 


The foregoing Diſcourſe was part of a Memorial, drawn up 
either by Sir Walter Ralergh or Sir Dudley Diggs, which I found 
among the Rubbiſhof old papers while I had the. Honour to 
lerve in the Office of the Ordnance, and . was Searching after 
Light into the Ancient Hiſtory and Services of Dover, to which 
Curioſity had divers motives, viz. I had made feveralEſlays te 
awaken his late Majeſty King Charles out of the Lethargie he 

ſeem'd to me to be under,uponthe FrexchKing's ſo loudly Alarm. 
ing us by the Profuſe Expence he had beenat in Fortifying his 
Coaſt,makingArtificial Ports,and ſparing no Coaſt where he had 
the leaſt ProſpeQof Compaſiing Harbour and Defence for Ship- 
ping, and Improving his Naval Strength and Projects , which 
to me rd as fo many Commets, whoſe Malevolence was 
Calculated, and could not fail, one time or other to fall onus. 
I had in thoſe days, frequent occaſions of Privacy with the King 
in his Cloſet, where I improv'd every Opportunity to Warm 
his Jealouſy of the Growing Nava! Power of France , And al- 
beit he gave me many a Gracious Hearing, and ſeem'd to take 
Pleaſurein my Diſcourſe on that Subje&t, and would often him- 
{elf Reaſon with great Sagacity on Nawal Matters, yet I grew 
at length convinc'd, that I Labour'd in Vain, and tad been all 
the while Blowinga Dead Coal, as by this ſhort tollowing Ac- 
count may appear. 

In the Year 1682 Waiting one day on the Kihg in his Cloſet, 
after ſome General Diſcourſe, his Majeſty was pleas'd to tell me 
that Thad often hinted to him how buſy the Frexch King was 
on his Caeff, and what Vaſt Deſigns he had conceiv'd for the 


Impovement of his Nava! Power, which was Vilible by his

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Fortitying of D»akirke, in = moſt expenſive manner, andPfo-. 
i | jefting Extraordinary Works there, making Peers, Channels, 
|| Baftns, and every . Proviſion that Art can Suggeſt, and Money 
[|| Compaſs, to Render that Place eaſy of Acceſs, and make ita ſafe, 
Capacious and Commodious Harbour for Shipping. I told 
his Majeſty, that not only at Dunkirk, Breſt, and other Pla- 
ces where nature and Situation had given them ſome Help and 
Encouragement to Proſecute their Maritim Projects, but even 
_ every where elſe upon his Coaſt, in every Creek, Cove, or 
Inlet, where they can make Depth of Water, and give the leaſt 
Harbour and Retreat for Shipping, they are, and have been on 
that Article equally Induſtrious, which, as Thadoften told his 
Majeſty, ſeem'd to me to have a very Evil Aſpect on all the Ma- 
citin States of Exrope, but more eſpecially his Majeſty. That 
| nothing(humanly ſpeaking) cou'd prevent and defeat theMighty 
| Purpoles of that Ambitious Monarch, ſo much as his want of 
| Natural Aid towards the Increaſe of his Naval Strength , his 
| Coaſt not yeilding him one good Por? on all that Frontier which 
| Regards us, which:he-moſt Providently weighing, had from an 
Harbourleſs. Inhoſpitable Shoar, by Art, Induſtry, and a moſt 
Laviſh-Expence of Treaſure, in a very great Degree, Repair'd , 
Inſomuch that there is hardly 5 Leagues of Diſtance upon' that 
Line, of their:Coaſt Fronting ours, that does not yeild marks of 
their Cave and Application. Barrs,Rocks and Shelves are remov'd, 
andChannels Opened and Deepned, to give ſafe and caly En- 
trance” to ſuch ſmall Portsas they have by Nature. And in other 
Places where Art cou'd be thought to avail; they have fpar'd no 
pains or Treaſure to compaſs, Artificial Havexs,Peers andProvilions 
[| of: Succour for Shipping. They have alſo - Built Fortreſles, 
[{! ra&'d Batteries, and Planted Cannon Innumerable, all along 
| their: Coaſ?, and perform®d every wiſe and needful Work to- 
| wards the attaining their Ends of becoming Formidable by Sea, 
| and all this againſt the Grain, and as it were in Deſpight of 
Nature, which yeikds them little or no Encouragment.. While 
we ohour Coaſt, where Providence is ſo bountiful, have been 
fo very little on our Guard, that tho' Navigation be. the Prime 
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ewel of the Crown, and is the Fountain and Foundation of 
th our Wealth and Safety ; and without whick we ſhou'd be 

a Contemptible Nation , have not lonly omitted to Improve the 
Tenders which Nature makes us tor the Increaie and Cultivat- 
ing of our Nava/ Power ; But have in this laſt Age: conſented to 
ſee many of our uſeful Ports, Run to Decay, and at length 
to Ruine, and to become totally loſt to the Nation , which a 
very little Foreſight, and as little charge might have prevented, 
while the Evil was Growing, whichat a long Run becomes in- 
curable. Among which Ports I inftanc'd Sandwich, Dover, Rye, 
Wizchelſea, &c. which were reckon'sd heretofore as ſo many 
Bu!lworks againſt our Ambitious Neighbour. The King here- 
upon Reply'd, that he Conteſs'd he laid a little to heart the loſs 
of the /Zaven of Dover, becaulie it has fallen to-decay moſtly in his 
Reign, had yeilded him good Service in the Eirſt Datch War, 
and inthat which was made by the Parliament with that Nati- 
on, he was well aſſur'd that we had a Squadron of Crnjzers 
which ſail'd out of that Place, where they Fitted, Clean'd and 
Victuall'd, which did the Enemy more Dammagethanany in the 
whole Channel befide. , That therefore (if he thought that 
Haven cou'd be recover'd by any Tolerable Charge) ke was 
then more than ever diſpos'd toingage in ſuch a Work, inaſmuch 
as that he was well aflur'd, that nor only all thatI had faid was 
true, but that the French King (to whom tho? he had fignify'd 
already by his Ambaſſador, Thatthe great Buſtte he had made 
uponthe Coaſt had given Jealouſy. and Diſtafte to the Nation, 
and was not very pleaing to him} had nevertheleſs Engag'd 
very lately ina New Expenitve Work of the ſame Nature, with 
thoſe I had mention'd) in the Neighbourhood of Calais, where 
great Numbers of Men were then actually Employ'd in Fortify- 
ing the Coaſt, and making an Harbour, and' Baſin for Reception 
of Shipping, &c. Which being juſt under his Noſe, he ſaid he 
had ſo muchrhe- more Reaſon toReſent it, and which he cou'd 
notdg ina better manner, than. by. attempting'the Recovery of 
Dover Havyep, wherein ifhe Succeeded; asitwou'd give an 0c- 
clit of 6p: the Fenglen Joohuuſy, foi wow'd obvicteta 
”"_ | ome 
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ſome Meaſnre the Danger that Threatned us from ſo Reſtleſs 
and Projecing a Neighbour. IReply'd to his Majeſty, with 
zreat Joy, that I thought'ir wou'd be a moſtacceptable Inſtance 
tO Fas es of his Care for their fatety, and. a uſeful Proof 
to theMurmuring People of his Juſt Diſlike and Suſpicion of 
the French King's Proceedings; and that I was in no doubt 
whenever his Majeſty ſhou'd appear togo in earneſt, about ſo 
Laudavie and: Needfal-a Work, that" the' Parliament wou'd 
Frankly Adiſt him towards the Expence. | 
His Majeſty hereupon Commanded me to' make a Journey 
to Dover to Survey the Port, and 'Enable my .ſelf by the beſt 
means I cou'd, to give hima true State thereof in order toa Pro- 
ject for the Recovery of that Harbour , which order I carefully 
executed, and on-my Return waited on his Majeſty with my 


Cultomary (there being no other in many Leagues together on 
theCoaſt)andwhich were therefore nowSmugledand totally loſt) 
wou'd be by many Degrees more than enough when recover'd 
(and; which- wou'd:moſt certainly accrue upon. Reſtoring the 
Harbour) 'to Repay the utmoſt Charge he cou'd beat for it's Re- 
pair and Improvement, which ſingle EncouragementT thought 
was Incitement enough togo about ſo Noble, Uſefuland Repu- 
table a Work. - 

[told his Majeſty that the Port was at that time become in- 
tirely.ufeleſs, the Peer within being Fill'd and Choak'd up with 
Sand-and/Mud, : and'the Depth of Water loſt, That there was 
a Bank of Beachat the mouth of the Harbour of many Thouſand 
Tuns, which Bard 'up the Entrance. That the Town, (which 
was wont,toaboundunShipping,Sexmen,Commerce,People andPlen- 
ty,ofall things):was become Poor;defolate and Diſpeopl'd,which

bitations, where half the Houſes at leaſt throughout the whole 
Zown had Bills on the Doors, All which cou'd be aſcrib'd to 
no other Reaſon than the Decay of their Harbowr: touching the 
true Cauſe whereof, orthe cure, the Inhabitants(with whom 1 
had frequent Conference) cau'd give me little or noLight. 

In this Audience, Igave his Majeſty an Extenſive Account of 
all things Relating to the Subje& about which he had ſent me : 
I preſented him with a Draught of the then State of the Port of 
Dover, wherein was exprels'd the manner of it's Decay, and 
"the preſent Ruinous Condition in which it was. I Endeavour'd 
alſo to explain to him how this Damage had come to paſs, and 
by what means it had grown-tothat Head, as to have Render'd 
the Z/aven now almoſt-loſt to the .Publick. From the Cauſes of 
the Diſeaſe, I proceeded .to my Propoſals for the Remedy, 
wherein I-had the good Fortune to explain every,Point of my 
Proje&, with Evidence enough to oblige his Majeſty at that 
time to ſay that he was ſo well ſatisfy'd, that he wasReſolv'd he 
wou'd not Defer the Work a Day. That as Thad made every 
thing plain and intelligibleto him , So above all, he was pleasd 
with two moſt uſeful and *Encourageing Propoſitions therein 
contain'd, Namely, That whereas in moſt great H/orks of that 
kind, Princes were Generally Oblig'd to .Proſecute and 'go 
through the whole Expence (which for the moſt part was very 
great) before they cou'd Reap the leaſt Profit of their Detign, or 
be afſur'd of the Succeſs, While this Work on the,contrary 
was ſo order'd and contriv'd by me, That he was ſure to Re- 
ceive a preſent Profit from every Sum (be it more or leſs) 
which he ſhow'd at any time think fit to lay out, and that the 
Benefit wou'd be preſently ſeen, and Gather'd, in Proportion 
to the Charge he ſhou'd be at, which he mightLimir cCReipite 
as he pleas'd, without Danger of Damage to the Wark that 

ſhovld be done, or of loſing the Advantage that ſhould be once 
gain'd in caſe of diſcontinuing the ſame. © * 

The Second Point that pieas'd his Majeſty was, ;Tlhat where- 
as all Artifitial Porrs that'ever lie had: heard. of (witick is-mt 
true) were Suhje& to Cheak,” and fill -up with Sandor Sullaye, 
and to loſe by degrees their Depcih of Water, wihout great 
Care and a continual Charge to prevent it ; and which was 8] Ie 
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Cauſe for the moſt part of the decay and loſs of ſuch Poyzs ts - 
the Publick : That he perceiv'd I had plainly obviated that Evil, 
and by a New and very Demonſtrable Invention had evidently 
Secur'd the Depthof Water for ever, which no Negle&@-cou'd 
hinder, or towards which any Expence or Annual Charge was 
Neceſſary. ; 

I concluded with this General Incitement to his Majeſty, That 
Multiplicity of Ports in a Maritim Ringdom, (ſuch as his) was 
above all things to be  wiſh'd ; which in times of Peace was a 
great Means of Encouragement to our-Navs! Intercourſe, and 
Coaſting Trade, whereby our Capital City became better ſup. 
ply'd, and'at Cheaper Rates, with all things needful, that Sea- 
men were Proportionably Propagated, Shipping and all the 
Incident Profeſſions of Sh;pwrightry and Navigation increas'd 
and improv'd, &c. That in time of War, Shelter, and De- 
fence againſt an Enemy was by, that means more at Hand, 
whereby our Commerce was better Preſery'd, our Frontier fo 
much the ſtronger,and Cru/zers had morediſpatch ; and were bet- 
ter Spread and. Diſpos'dat Sea, becauſe whereſoever there are 
Ports Commodiouſly Situate, and in the Road of our Com- 
merce; there: of courſe will be Mex of War appointed and Enter- 
tain'd intimes of Hoſtility, where they can Clean, Viitual and 
Refit, whereby. great Expedition (which is the Life of Aion) 
 wou'd- be obtain'd, and half the time gain'd. that was ſpent.in 
going to Remote Ports, as the Thames, Chatham, Portſmouth, 
- &c.. Where, i the Wind hangs out of the way, Ships lye long 
on Demorage, became Fowl by Staying for. a Wind, and loſe 
many Occa{jons of Service, which in Ports lying upon the Edge 
of our Chaxnel, as Dower does, can never happen ; where you 
—_ Pylotage,and are.no-ſopner.out of the Haver but you are 
at 

Ina Word, I Ended my Diſcourſe;to his. Majeſty, with aſſu- 
ring him that Dover promis'd every thing he cou'd. hope from 
- ſuch a Port; wasSituate' the neareſt of all, others to a Great, Dan- 
- gerows and dſpering Bieighiow, -who-had giyen ſo many Inſtan- 
. ces of Wiſdom and: Forelight. in the charge he: had. been at. on 
that Line of his'Coaſt which confronts .ours,and which whenever 
us Majeſty ſhou'd Chance to have.a War with that People, 
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wou'd be found to turn every way both Offeniively and: Defen. 
ſively. to Marvellous Account. | 

That Dover ſtands on a Promontcry which Survey's, and might 
be made to Command. the greateſt 7borough-Fare of Navig «- 
ti0n inthe World, where no ſhip can paſs unobſery'd, or eſcape 
the danger of being attack*'d, when thereſhou'd be cauſe, and 
was of the ſame ule by. Sea asa Paſſe is by Land. And, that 
there was no Deſign his Majeſty cou'd Entertain forit's Strength 
and Improvement, that wasnot Compaſſable by Art, and that 
did not promiſe a Plentiful-Retura of Profit and Honour, 
of any the Greateſt Sum he could ſpare to lay out upon it. 

þ departed at that time from his Majeſty full of hopes, that 
what I haddone and faid on this Subje&t, wou'd have produc'd 
the good EfteCt of ſome ſpeedy Reſolution , but taking the Li- 
berty ſome days after to remind him therein, I found him, to my 
great Diſappointment, much calmer than I had left him, and 


receiv'd this ſhort Anſwer, . That it was a Noble Proje(# in- 
deed, but that it was too big for his preſent Purſe, and wou'd 


Keep Cold.- Shortly after I was Diſpatch'd to my Buſineſsin a 
remote Country, and from that time to this have neither ſaid 
nor heard any thing of Dovey.. 

Now the Remark I wow'd make on this Sudden and Sur- 
prizing Coldneſs of the King's, is namely this, That the long
